Summers Is very doso to Mr. Slemp, and
tlie hatter's son, Mr. Bnscom Slemp,. who
has just been chosen Stalo Chairman', has
greeted Ablngdon. the homo of Mr. Sum¬
mers, as his headquarters.

Iowa, and Hay, of Virginia, both mem¬

bers of tho Military Affaire Committee,
endorsed tho Houso provision, making
It retroactive, Tho latter declared It was'
Democratic doctrinó to savo money and for
that reason collod upon tho Democrats
to stand by the committee. Mr. VVI1-
llams's motion to agree to tho Senato
amendment, which docs not make the
law concerning retired officers, retroac¬
tivo, was lost.71 to 171. Tho bill then
was sont to conforenco.
Tho postofflco appropriation bill.was de-

batea for an hour, but Its consideration
had not been concluded when tho Houso
adjourned,
Williams Loudly Applauded.
Mr. Williams, in Ills (reply to Messrs.

Hull and Hay, said thut ho was not at
all afraid of the covert attack, on his
Democracy.

"I am not," ho said, "afraid of my
loyalty or fealty as a Southerner. I dis¬
like so much to stay under cover that we

might as well como out. I share, the feel¬
ing that Southern men generally enter¬
tain regarding Goneral Milcs's conduct
when ho put shackles upon tho ankles of
Jefferson Davis, and 1 do not believe it
will sound In history to his credit or thai
It will sound in history to tho discredit
of Mr. Davis, that ho was compelled to
submit to It, bid and helpless, and sick
as ho was at the Urne. If this legisla¬
tion hud beoti pointed at anybody olso
than Geperal Miles.a Democrat appointed
bv a. Democratic Governor under thoso
circumstances and believed by mo, right¬
fully or wrongfully, to havo that motivo
